WASHINGTON, February IS —The ees-

Little actual 
work was accomplished, but brief de- 
bates on a number of subjects developed 
frequent aharp personal exchanges be- 
tween the senators.

aays: An explosion occurred at the 
Vulcan mine at 11.20 this morning 
which was the moat destructive ever 
known in the history of this camp. To- 
night dozens of homes in our little city 
are desolate because of some loved one, 
father, husband, brother or eon .who 
this morning left their homes with not a 
thought "of dsnaer or the.awful death 
that so surely awaited them, and are 
now lying lifeless at the bottom of the 
Vulqan slope. All business is practically 
suspended; every one is dazed at tho 
awfulneaa of the disaster. No warning 
was given the peaceful villagers until a 
Bttdden report an from a hundred can 
non resounded throughout the valley 
making the earth tremble. People 
rushed out of homes and places of b'mi 
ness to see what had happened, and one 
look towards tbe Vnlcan mine waa sum 
cient, for a dense cloud of smoke iaau 
ing from the mouth ot the elope- me 
the eyes of the gazers, and told tbe tul 
of death. A throng of people were EOOI 
at the scene of disaster, a distance o 
nearly two miles from Newcastle.

The force oi the explosion had cansei

entered. Pointing their pistols at the 
heads of the hank employes the robbers 
ordered them to throw up their bands.. 
HayshorsJ; obeyed, but Hopkins endea- 
vored to set a pistol from a drawer. A 
shot from one of the robbers stopped 
him and he threw up hia handa. 


The bullet did not hit the cashier, hut 


the shot waa fired at such close range 
tbat his face was burned by the powder.

Bach a line. 


It doubtless has eeemed to very many 


citizens that the authority of the judicial 
department of the government to over- 
rule lawn is sufficiently comprehensive 
•without giving similar authority to the 
executive department. The jadicial de- 
partment in itself manages pretty com- 
pletely to keep us all guesting at what is 
or ia not law, and it does not appear to 
need any help in thia direction from the 
executive department. This fact is par- 
ticularly illnstrated in the state court»; 
where superior judge differs with super- 
ior jndge, and the supreme court differs 
with both and with itself with pleasing 
impartiality. Nor IB this judicial uncer- 
tainty confined to the state courts; it 
permeates the federal courts, too. An 
income-tax law is passed by congress. 
No less honorable and wine tribunal 
than the United States supreme court is 
called upon to decide whether or not it 
is "good law." It solemnly ponders the 
matter and concludes that the law is 
valid, and the people feel that they 
for once really have a "cinch" on what 
is law. Then the supreme court again 
takes up the Eame question, one honor- 
able judge changes his mind, it IB duly 
decided that the law is not valid and the 
people are left to wonder what another 
eat of judges, or the Bame set on another 
occasion, would decide. We say that 
'the courta can involve the law in 
enough uncertainty; it ia not needed 
that executive officers also 
should 


have the power to override it.

Our morning neighbor admits that, to 


a limited extent, the tariff on imported 
goods is paid by the consumer. This 
will not do. Tbe'tariff is all paid by the 
consumer, whether he consumes domes' 
tic or foreign goods. 


The consumers do not pay Ml of thi 


tariff and no frx*e trader honestly believes 
that they do. Will the editor of the after- 
noon paper, for instance, contend that 
the consumers of thia country are now 
paying the duty on foreign raisins? We 
t hiiik not. 
Domestic competition, in 


that product has become so keen that it 
is a notorious fact that foreign producers 
are putting their poods in our markets 
at prices which wipe out the profits for 
production both at home and abroad. 
The foreigners are paying this duty in 
order to bold their place in our markets. 
The same condition;? prevail in a good 
many other branches of production. 
Domestic competion haa forced the for- 
eigners to reduce their prices to an ex- 
tent that is equivalent to payinc a part 
or all of the duty laid upon their goods. 


It is a conceded ftu-t that in many 


lines of production the foreigner pives 
tbe American buyer a lower price than 
he gives to his home dealer in order to 
assist in offsetting the duty. In all 
such cases the foreigner pays a portion 
of the tariff, contributes just that much 
to the revenues of this government and 
relieves the taxpayer of that much of 
iho burden of taxation. About the only 
instances, in fact, in which the consum- 
ers pay all of the tariff on foreign goods 
is upon those articles that are produced 
in such small quantities in this country 
that they afford no appreciable competi- 
tion to the foreign product. Sugar is a 
prominent example, and for the reason 
that it ie imported is such vast quanti- 
ties and the foreigners have control of 
the market the Republicans decided to 
Lsaist the domestic industry with a 
btmuty iustead of a duty. In the case 
of sugar and other articles not produced 
in this country in abundance the for- 
eigners are able to add the duty to the 
selling price, and in such cases only. 


The reason lor levying a tariff on such 


products, are the necessities of revenue 
and of establishing domestic production 
that wiH finally serve to restrain the 
monopoly of the foreign producer. This 
policy has often brought about desirable 
results, although the inevitable coat is 
greater to the consumers than when 
duties are levied upon products in 
which competition is thoroughly estab- 
lished. 
' 


The fact is that the foreigners do pay 


a very large amount of the tariff, and 
for this and the more .important reason 
that it ia necessary to provide the reve- 
nues of the government and to protect 
the industries and labor of this countrv 
from European and Oriental competi- 
tion, it is and will remain a fixed policy 
of thia government. The free traders

TLe people lealize 
the necessity of more stable legislation 
on this Eubject, and with that purpose 
to be subserved, conservatism ami :i fair 
regard for ail interests will bo more in 
evidence, with a view to securing 
settled business conditions. 


When we say that the revenues of the 


government must he raiFftd by duties 
upon foreign imports, we mean as a mat- 
ter of course that there is no other prac- 
ticable or reasonable plan by which 
they may be raieed. With the elimina- 
tion "of the income tax the sources of 
revenue are narrowed down to a reve- 
nue from the tariff or from a direct tas. 
Tne free traders who are 
fanatical 


enough to advocate a direct tax to take 
the place of a revenue tariff are few in- 
deed. There were perhaps a consider- 
able number of them at one time in the 
history fot the country, but they are 
nearly all safely dead. 


Conceding the claim of the free trad- 


ers that the tariff ia paid by the consum- 
ers, which ia true only in a limited 
sense, and we still have the unques- 
tioned benefits and advantages of the 
protection which is afforded to home in- 
dustry as a reason for raising the reve- 
nues of the government by that means. 
It Rives to American manufacturers tne 
power to retain a large share of the 


ome market against foreign competi- 
on while employing American labor 
nd paying American wages. It in- 
rengea the opportunities for employ- 
lent and keeps the money at home 
hich would otherwise go to foreign 
ountries for the purchase of manufac- 
ured goods. The direct tax would do 
one of these things, but would leave 
meriuan industry and labor defense- 
ess against European and oriental com- 
petition. 


But 'this is an issue which even the 
ee traders dare not raise. They cannot 


.ome ont for a direct tax, and there ia 
o choice left to them save to accept the 
levitable and admit that revenues must 


raised by a tariff, and that the coim- 


y must have the benefit of such pro- 
ctica as that tariff affords. The Wil- 
m bill fails to produce the amount of 
evenue required, and duties must be 
ncreaeed. Thai measure has at least 
urnished the country some valuable 
ata, for it has demonstrated that even 
he most weak and ineffectual effort to 
ntrodnce 
free trade results disaB- 


rouflly. The Democratic party is en- 
itled to the credit for having furnished 
ie proof — the object lesaoa which the 
eople required to clear their minds 
rom the vapor of falae theories— that 
ree trade ia a fraud and a delusion, and 
hat the best interests of tho country re- 
nire its permanent retirement as a po- 
itical issue. 


In the approaching campaign will be 
aard the last feeble protest of the free- 


traders ; like the wail of a lost eonl it 
will proclaim the undone condition of 
he helpless and hopeless. 


THE FEE SYSTEM. 


Tiiia ie a vvry good time iu wuicU to 


revive the memory of President Cleve- 
.and'e remarkable prophecy aud to re- 
mirk that the object-leesou he gave the 
country is about as much iu evidence 
today as it ever haa been. Mr. Cleve- 
land waa inaugurated on March 4, 1893. 
It was exactly one week later that, in 
the conree of a conversation with Mr. 
Frank Alter of Cincinnati, he used the 
following extraordinary language; lan- 
guage which was published in the news- 


era at the time, auituf which, when 


bis attention waa called to the publica. 
tion, tbe President remarked: "That is 
what I said." Here is what he eaid to 
Mr. Alter: 


This country ia fcoiug to have the 


hardest timed 'during tbe next six 
month a it has experienced ia many 
years, 'flows will ba exceedingly hard. 
Money will he close aud it will be with- 
drawn from banks aii'l hoarded up in 
eiu-li a way us lo create great distress. I 
expt-ct to" see many banks fail. Tuere 
will be many factories and shops ck>3*ti, 
and there will lut thousands of men who 
will go into bankruptcy, lahall be sorry 
to see individuals suffer, Imt I tlon't in- 
tend to raiFft my baud to prevent it. 
\Vlmt thia country needs and must have 
is an object-lesson. We must have hard 
liuiea and business ftulurea and bank- 
ruptcy and a curtain amount of distress 
before congress will realize its duty and 
perform it. 
I propose to give the coun- 


irv aii object-lesson." 


It ia due to Mr. Cleveland to say that 


hia ''object leaaonV waa felt. It ia, in- 
deed, nothing more or lesa than justice 
to admit that it etill ia being felt. Tbe

Joaqutn river, it would be the means ol 
opening up a vast amount of trade, as 
on that line there are large deposits ol 
jomacB stone, marble, granite and fine 
juilding stone, to say nothing of the im- 
mense lumber and wood traflic; and it 
would be the shortest overland road that 
could reach California. 


When capitalists take hold of these 


mines, and build that overland railroad 
to Fresno, our people can have a gold 
carnival instead of an electric one, and 
j'resno will have her six and eight story 
ron frame buildings; become a railroad 
center, with her factories run by elec- 
•ricity, and being the geographical cen- 
er of the state will be the compromise 
ground for the state capital, if that ques- 
ion should ever be brought up again.

Members of the House Still Criti- 


oteing Morton—No Voice in 


His Defeuse. 


WASIU sows, February17.—The event: 


oi tne day was the speech of Senator | 
Davis of Minnesota, supporting the res-! 
olutiou of which he is the author, ennii-; 
dating the policy o^ the United States1 


on the Monroe Doctrine. 


There was added significance and in- 


terest in Mr. Davis' utterances, as he 
expressed tho sentiments of a majority 
of 
tho committee on foreifin rela- 


tions, of which ho ia a member. The 
public interest in tho subject waa evi- 
denced by crowded galleries, the attend- 
ance being greater than at any time 
since the vote on the bond bill. Mr. 
Davis was given close attention through- 
out. The language was conservative, 
and was not the radical utterance some 
had anticipated. Mr. Davis spoke with 
gratification of 
the 
reports coming 


across the Atlantic that a settlement of 
the Venezuelan trouble was likely to be 
effected, yet the senator declared with 
ernphaais that the American people 
would never indorse a settlement based 
on concession of any feature ol the 
Monroe Doctrine. 


The senator left his desk in the- rear 


of the chamber mid took an advantage- 
ous position at Mr. Hate's desk near the 
front and middle of the chamber. He 
spoke without manuscript or notes, but 
before him was a portfolio containing 
numerous historical papers to which he 
referred. At tho outset Mr. Davis'voice 
was thin and sometimes inaudible, but 
it grew in force and volume as he pro- 
ceeded. 
"It is a matter of common observa- 


tion," Gaid Mr. Davis in beginning, 
"that each year our foreign relations in- 
crease in difficulty, complexity and im- 
portance." 
He was glad to know, however, that 


the last month had 'brought some 
amelioration to the immediate diilicul- 
tiea to which the intention of the coun- 
try had been given. If the new condi- 
tions were founded on the Monroe doc- 
trine, thenthev would receive the warm- 
eat approval o'f the ueople, but if they 
involved any concession of the princi^ 
pies laid down by President Monroe, 
then the people of thia country would 
visit upon such concession their con- 
demnation and disapproval. 


Davia said that as he understood the 


Monroe doctrine, it was an assertion by 
the United States that it would regard as 
an infringement any attempt by Eu- 
ropean powera to take or acquire any 
new or additional 
territory on tho 


American continent or any islands ad- 
jacent thereto, or any right of sover- 
eignty or dominion, and that euch in- 
fringement will be deemed dangerous to 
the peace and eafety of the United 


The' senator reviewed at length the 


condition existing in Europe at the 
time of the enunciation of the Monroe 
doctrine. He did not view the course o 
the British statesman, Canning, who 
iavored the doctrine as inspired by love 
for this country. It was a move in be- 
half of British trade, then beginning tc 
expand the world over. 


• Speaking of the criticism that tb< 
pending resolution contemplated a pro 
teetorate over South American countries 
Mr. Davis said it would bear no sue! 
construction nor would it bring abou 
such result. It suggested no guardian 
ship over BOUthern countries. .None o 
them was relieved from the chastise 
ment of war by a foreign country, th 
only condition beiug tbat territorial ex 
tension shall not result from such war 


Davis referred to the statement o 


Lord Salisbury that the Monroe Doc 
trine waa not-baeed on any canon of in 
ternational law, and the senator iusis 
ed that the right is restored in any natio 
to interfere in the affairs of another ataj 
when conditions are dangerous to i 
peace and safety. This waa recognize 
as international law, upheld by Britis 
authorities, from, whom the senate 
quoted. 


Taking up the islands of Cuba an 


Hawaii, Mr. Davia showed the consis 
ent and persistent course of the Unite 
States in applying the spirit of the do 
trine to these islands. It had been i 
Yoked in the case of Cuba whenev 
England or France had sought to get 
iootho'd there. In the case of Hawaii 
resolution had been passed at the It 
session of congress declaring that th

WASHINGTON, February 14.—The ma- 


jority against silver in the house today, 
when the final vote waa taken on con- 
currence in the senate free coinage 
amendment, was larger than that of yes- 
terday in committee of the whole. Yes- 
terday the motion to concur was defeat- 
ed by 190 to SO, a majority of 110; to- 
day it waa beaten by ^15 to IX), a maior- 
ity of 125. The vote today waa a record- 
making vote, and, couutinc the pairs, 
but 37 out of 350 members were unac- 
counted for. Perhaps a few absentees 
dodged, but moat of them were unavoid- 
ably absent and were unable to secure 
pairs. The silver men, who yesterday 
predicted a much greater showing of 
strength today, were again disappointed. 
The "sound money" leaders had been 
disposed to concede the silver forces 100 
votes. An annlyeia of the vote today 
ahows that 1S4 Republicans and 31 
Democrats voted against concurrence, 
and 58 Democrats, iiS Republicans and 
7 Populists for concurrence. 


The debate which preceded the vote 


was of an interesting character, devoid 
of any sensational features. 


Tho galleries, as usual on A field day 


in the lower branch of congress, wore 
crowded to the doora, aud quite a num- 
ber of senators sat through the five-hour 
debate. Secretary Herbert was also 
Dresent. Kx-Speaker Crisp presented 
the closing arRiiment for the silver men 
and was replied to by Mr. Turner, a 
Democratic colleague from Georgia, in a 
two-hour speech. The personal rivalry 
between the two leaders of the opposing 
factions of the Democratic side of the 
house added to the interest of the oc- 
casion. Dalzell of Pennsylvania closed 
iu behalf of tlm Republicans. The part- 
isans of the respective champions miaaed 
no opportunity to acclaim their approval 
when telling points were made, and at 
the close the honors seemed even.

The latter was 
shot through the neck. 


Miller was too weas thia morning to 


give an account of the shooting, hut lie 
said there were threeburglarBconcerned. 
Miller and Anderson evidently hud a 
deaperate atruncle, aa there waa a great 
deal of blood on the floor. Other mem- 
bers of the house were aroused by the 
shouting, hut hy the time they reached 
the lowi-r part of the houae it was all 
over and they stumbled over the two 
bodies on the floor.

doing aa good work as could be expected 
in view of the vasi accumulations of 
dust with whit.-h they have to contend, 
but that they are not sufficient to abate 
the nuisance with which they are con- 
tending is painfully evident in many 
parte of the city. On a considerable 
numbtr of the most prominent residence 
etreeta the dust ia etill too much iu evi- 
dence, and there is abundant reaeon for 
believing that it is seriously jeopard 
itinR the public health. The cutters 
have resently been cleaned and the de- 
bris distributed over the streets. It i 
thia combination of dufit and filth tha 
has been and to a considerable exten 
is still beclouding what would othe 
wise be a clear and healUiful atmo* 
phere. 


Fresno is an exceptionally healthfi 


city, but ailuienle of certain kinds ar 
unusually prevalent atthe present tinii 
That they are at least partially due 1 
the prevalence oi dust of an unusual! 
ODnoiious character is an entirely re; 
BOD able supposition. 


In cities where sanitary conditions ar 


given the attention which the public 
welfare demands the cleaning of the 
gutters of unpaved streets is followed by 
the distribution upon the uncovered 
filth of cheap disinfectants, and every 
precaution is taken to prevent ih-i dis- 
tribution ol the disease germs which 
lurk in eome accamulations.

BDcb method ahould be adopted here, 
and ceptainly the least that could be 
done, both in the interests of health and 
comfort, would be the thorough wetting 
of the streets when thia necessary work 
is performed.

THE CIRCULAR 
GAME. 


In tbe time from January 6th to Feb- 


ruary 15th, of the present year, inclu- 
sive, $27.452,854 in gold was withdrawn 
from the United States treasury. Of 
thia amount $9,404,032 was esported, 
while $18,048,822 was withdrawn pre- 
sumably to pay for bonds^ Now observe 
how prettily the financial pendulum 
oecillates in this delightful game: 


We have a gold reserve which must 


be sacredly maintained—although noth- 
ing appears to happen when it is not.. 
So we iaeue bonda for gold; the pur- 
chasers draw the gold from the reserve, 
buy bonds with it, it is returned to the 
reserve; again gold is drawn,thedanger 
mark is passed, more bonds are issued, 
still more gold is drawn and paid for the 
bonds, returned to the treasury, and so 
the game goes on ad itifinituiii. 
Thus 


far it has been played all through Cleve 
land's administration, and it inevitably 
will be played to the end. Tt in a game 
of • drooliDB imbecility or of infamous 
servility to the scheming of greed, either 
or both, aa one may choose to view it. 


That a self-ruling people will submit 


to be burdened with debt by means of 
such a monstrously transparent game 
would be unbelievable were not the 
demonstration of the fact constantly be- 
fore our eyea. ft is a game to which 
there is no limit except such as Ibe in- 
telligence of the people may place on it; 
if they lack the judgment to stop it, it 
may go on forever. In its ceaseless rev- 
olution it may roll us all into debt be-' 
yond the possibility of salvation. 


The class of men who deal in bonds 


want bonds. It is to their interest that 
the nation shall not escape from indebt- 
edness. Their interest is directly op- 
posed to that of the vast majority of the 
people, but'it happens, as Secretary Car- 
lisle has naively eaid, that they have the 
government at their mercy, and so the 
cards in the game are stacked in their 
favor and against tbe rest of us. 


These schemers never have devised a 
'coarser" piece of work than the circu- 
lar game that now ia being played; the 
cards are visible to everybody, but 
they have become bold with power, and 
the game will be played until the people 
make the final radical move that shall 
end it. But while they are summoning 
the judgment to do this thing, they are 
oeing buried deeper and deeper under a 
load of indebtedness from which they 
will with difficulty escape.

WASHINGTON, February 20. — Again 


today the house attended strictly to 
business. The conference report on the 
diplomatic and consular bill was agreed 
to, the amendments to the pension bill 
were sent to conference and the Indian 
appropriation bill was taken up. The 
latter bill carries $8,630,995, or-$132,727 
leaa than the law for the current year. In 
connection with a proposition to' in- 
crease tho salaries of Indian inspectors 
from $'2500 to $3000, the salaries fixed by 
law (tbe bills of tbe last two years have 
appropriated $2500 each for these sal- 
aries), both Mr. Cannon and Mr. Ding- 
ley, the Republican leaders on the floor, 
appealed to the majority, in view of the 
situation of the treasury, to keep down 
expenses and to take no step in the di- 
rection of increased salaries. But their 
appeals were iu vain and the action of 
tbe committee on Indian affairs in in- 
creasing the salaries waa sustained, 37 
to 59. 


During the consideration of tbe Indian 


bill Mr. Little, Democrat of Arkansas, 
made a speech of an hour in favor of 
Changing the conditions existing in the 
Indian territory in order to secure the 
rights of the Indians there. It declared 
that the Dawea comonBaion had told 
only half the truth. 


Mr. Wilaon, Republican of Ohio, in 


reply to Little, aaid that the trouble 
with the proposed reforms in the gov- 
ernment of the Indian territory was the 
Indians themselves had not been heard.

There were twelve men 
in her, and there is scarcely any chance 
of any of them of turning u^ nlive.

crew are lost. She probably foundered 
at sea, and the wreckage sighted a few 
days ago by an inbound ahipis supposed 
to be from the barkentine.

PLANTERS MUST GRIND CANE 


The Captain General of Cuba Or- 


ders Them to Commence at Once. 
HAVANA, February 19.—Tho governor 


of Matauzaa has issued a circular stat- 
ing that the captain general has decided 
that tha planters in that province muat 
start grinding cane at once, and that 
they should orgauizs, at their own ex- 
pense, ' an armed body of men for the 
orotection of their property, which 
force, it is added3 will be assisted by the 
government guerrillas and the regular 
army*. The circular makes it under- 
stood that It is the duty of the planters 
to help the government in thie manner. 
The latter will pay the guerrillas for their

Without the deputies it will "be 70 per 
cent. 


"Persons sending in their own assess- 


ment may make their attestation before 
any public official authorized to admin- 
ister oaths either iu the United States 
or in any other country. I am con- 
stantly receiving snch documents from 
persons in Europe who own property in 
Fresno county. It IB only right for me 
to point out that no pereonwho does not 
respond to my request for an asses ment 
of hiu real and personal property, can 
appear before the county equalization 
board to protest against an arbitrary as- 
sessment. \VhereI am fatisfied that a 
fair statement has been made it in all 
right; in other cases I use my own 
judgment.

CORONER'S INQUEST. 


It is Held on the Body of Little 


Citrock Tnieosiao. 


An inquest was held by Coroner Long 


yeaterday morning on the body of little 
Citrock Tateoaian, the boy who died 
from injuries received while jumping on 
and off moving care in the railroad yard. 
The verdict of the jury was in accord- 
ance with the tacts aa already published 
in the REPUBLICAN. The railroad com- 


ter, Rialey and Webb. Hollow bricka 
and plaster came rumbling down and 
the useful brick was rapidly cleared 
from the rubbish, which, was ia turn 
dumped into chutes and carted away.

There IB a weak arch in Judge fiisioy'a 
court room -which will be removed, if 
only for the security of tha contractor. 
Several 
windows will have to be 


widened; iu other caeca tho lintels must 
:ome out, and again brick arches will be 
introduced where a attain will have to 
ba borne. 


Casting a glance at the stairway, 


which in the days before the fire led 
from the District Attorney's office to 
Judge Webb's court room, Mr. McCann 
drew attention to the veneered oak on 
tbe wainacotins of the stairway. He 
eaid: r"Let me tell those good people of 
Fresno who found fault with tbe substi- 
tution of veneer for solid oak in that 
portion of the work, that the contractor 
did not make money by tbe change. It 
coat him more for veneer than for solid 
work in that eaeo, and tho county got a 
better bargain. In a hot climate like 
this veneer stands much better than 
solid oak." 
Mr. McOann exemplified his position 


by showing two door panels in Judge 
Webb's chambers, one being of solid 
oak, the other of veneer. The former 
was badly warped. 


"Aa to tbe dome," pursued Mr. Mc- 


Canu, "I expect we shall be ready tc 
put it up in about four mouths..

Fowla running 
at largo are very seldom addicted to 
either bad habit. 
There are many good preparations on 


the market that induce laying and act 
aa a tonic, supplying the fowls with the 
elements of hone, muscle and feathers. 
They should be given during the moult- 
ing period. Fowla then demand the 
best of care. Linseed meal mixed with 
their soft food ia very beneficial during 
thia period. When possible Bet a num- 
ber of 'hens at the same time. A care- 
ful watch should be kept on the eggs 
during the incubating period, aud 
should they become soiled through eggs 
being broKen wash in tepid water, dry 
on a soft cloth and return at once to the 
nest, which must have been cleaned in 
the mean time. Be careful that the vessel 
in which you clean the eggs contains not 
a speck of" grease, as this would prove 
fatal to the nnhatcbed chick.

Sae that 
your poultry ia supplied with freah 
cool water, and be careful that the sun B 
raya do not atriko it.

Chicken raising may, if properly man- 


aged, become a very profitable business. 
There are elements, upon which the 
auccesa of the enterprise depend, not 
generally laid down in poultry journals. 
I apeak from personal experience on the 
sobject, and ray success financially haa 
been very satisfactory. 
Be patient, take unceasing care of 


fowle, both old and yonng, and perse- 
vere, no matter how many obstacles may 
be encountered.

Useful Suggestions to Follow in 


Poultry Raising. 


A very important part of the poultry 


business in the beginning ia to get egga 
fer hatching from thorough bred fowls. 
Whatever the breed, see that the hena 
are of the pure breed, strong and vigor- 
ous. It may cost uiore-to get the eggs, 
but it coats no more to hatch them or 
feed the chicka than it does the com- 
mon stock and tbe reault ia more satis- 
factory 
' 
When the chicks are hatched, whether 


by incubator or hena, give them nothing 
to eat for thirty-air hours. The first 
food should be rolled oats, breadcrumbs 
or aomethiiiK of that nature. 


Do not fiive any aloppy or mixed up. 


stuff but have tho food dry. l*ive them 
sweet milk for five, or six weeks, no 
other drink, aud their growth will bo 
astonishing. 
Arrange the drinking dieh BO the 


ohicks cannot get into it, for if thev get 
damp or wet it may be death to them. 


The feed after a few days may be 


ihanged to cracked wheat or corn, occa- 
sionally meat scraps and ground bone, 
and alfalfa chopped fine is good for the 
creen food. Give them a scratching 
place where the grain can be covered to

How ahall we get the most profit out 


of the hena we have raisdd? The essen- 
tials are, comfortable, clean houses with 


o drafts, a variety of food, wheat, corn, 
egetablea, alfalfa and some kind of 
nimal food if they cannot get plenty of 
bags and worma. Freeh water always 
before them. Give plenty of exercise by 


ducing the little black chiggar. 
the tick species, but doesn't sti 
fowl. It just sucks iteelf full of blood, 
then fall* off and dies. 
Thay will drive away all other species 


o{ vermin and are not injurious to the 
fowls unlesR they become too numerous, 
in which case you ahould destroy all the 
old nests by burning, then whitewash 
the inside of the house and boxes. Uare 
ahould be taken, however, not to de- 
stroy them all, if you do you will eopn 
find your fowle covered with lice again, 


There are two kinds of profitable 


poultry raising, chickens raised for mar- 
ket and those raised for laying purposes. 
The two claaaea of chicken a differ in their 
requirements, but also have many de- 
mands in common. 


Give them plenty of feed, an abund- 


ance of clean, fresh water all the time, 
creen feed, as alfalfa, and above all, pro- 
vide them with clean, dry houses, tree 
from vermin. 
Damp, poorly ventilated, unclean anc 


vermin-infected sleeping uuar.era cause 
disease and are enough t* exterminate 
the flock. The hen houses, roosts, etc., 
ahould be tboroughlycleanedaud white- 
washed.

Sbould the fowls be troubled with 


lice give them a soft feed in which sul- 
phur is mised, feed three days, discon- 
tinue three days, repeat the dose, and 
BO on until the lice bave disappeared. 


A few dropa of crude carbolic acid in 


the soft feed once a week at least pre- 
vents cholera and roup.

If no gravel or grit can be obtained, 


broken dishes or crockery beaten well 
make an excellent substitute. Ohick- 
ena, like people, always need grit. 


Chickens for market should be of the 


larpe breeds, aa Plymouth Rocks, Wy- 
andottea, Buff Cochins, LanRshanB, etc., 
aa they are in greater demand and bring 
higher prices. 


The only time for making profitable 


salea is in tbe spring, and hens if sold 
under ten months of age are leas re- 
munerative than after that age. Corn

To Employ the Idle and Teach In- 


dustry to the Improvi- 


dent. 


From Sunday's Paily. 


The Labor Exchange, which is par ex> 


te!ieijcti the true reform iiwemeut -of 
the day, T.-SB granted a charter at Jeffer- 
son City, Hi-Bouri, January 9,1890. It 
has been known in this Btato about 
eighteen cnonths, but already California 
leads with about twenty branches, and 
a membership somewhere between'2000 
and $000. 


The. Exchange ia, first, a benevolent 


institctioii for the employment of idle 
-•iabor, and etconJ, a -commercial re- 


formation. Its objects are to facilitate 
the -ioterchanKe oi commodities aud 
services aatoa£ the associates and the 
public; to alleviate the suffering inci- 
dent to a constantly increasing class of 
unemployed by furnishing nsefol occu- 
pation and Baviug the wealth thus pro- 
vided ; to lighten the burden of charit- 
able, institutions. The association aims 
to "fur nislx food, clothing, and the com- 
forte of a home to those tbua unem- 
ployed and to establish depots for mut- 
ual exchange. There are no compulsory 
assessments, few, (IT dues aside from tint 
lee of $1. Contributions are in tbe 
nature of gUta and donations and cannot 
bo t-nforced or collected. 


Any peraon not addicted to intemper- 


xite or immoral habits, svho is willing to 
•engage in a useful occupation or calling, 
•or to aid, by work or means, to advance 
>the objects stated, may become a mem- 
'her of the association. 


The property of tbe association, real 


and oeraonal, will notunileranycircitm- 
BtanceB bo mortgaged or pledged. 


The association will not borrow any 


i money nor issue any interest bearing 
obligation, as:ainpt itself. 


All moneye received will be distri- 


buted aa follows: 


First—To replenish the stock of geodfl 


•Bold. 


Second—To fceep the property in re- 


pair and to restore any which may have 
been destroyed by accidents. 


Third—To defray the expenses of ad- 


ministration economically conducted. 


Fourth—To support tho Bick, tho dis- 


abled, and, assist tbe 
families of de- 


ceased members. 


Fifth—To maintain schools, especially 


•eveningschools, libraries and places 'Of 
instruction, and amusement. 


Sixth—To extend the field of ita oper- 


ations by the acquisition of additional 
means for the employment of idle labor. 


The officers of tha association will be 


a president, board of directors, vice 
president, secretary, accountant, and as 
many more officers as the business of 
tne association may require. 


For all contributions of money, goods, 


work or service, the association will 
issue to contributors certificates of de- 
posit or checks of equal value, which 
certificates will not bear interest nor be 
redeemable in legal tender, but will be 
receivable by the association at their i 
face value. In pavment for poods pur- i 
chased and for all debts and dues. 
j 


The intercut of members in the ben-: 


efits of the association, over and above i 
the redemption of ita certificates, will | 
be in proportion of actual deposits (of ; 
which an account will be kept), multi- : 
plied by the time said deposits have re-, 
mained in tbe association. TDUB $1000 ; 
ten years will equal $10,000 onft year. 
. 


The asEuciatiou consists of a central 


or general office, and local branches op- 
erating under a charter granted by the 
central office, and organized in each a 
manner and uuder such bylaws as may 
be determined by the membership in 
accordance with the constitution and 
objects of tbe association. 


The central and branch officers will 


constitute the board of managers. All 
legislation or projects for the advance- 
ment of the association may originate in 
any member. 


Tho project must be presented by the 


• 
originator to the local brancli, of which 
he or she ia a member. If approved by 
a majority of the branch the project be- 
comes the property of all the branches 
interested therein, and must be put to a 
vote of the eame. Tf again approved by 
a majority vote it will form part of the 
rules, regulations or enterprises of all 
branches having voted thureon. 


These issues will consist of, first, a 


uniform coupon labor check in book 
form, of convenient denominations, 
from one to one hundred dollars. 


Second—A uniform coupon loan check 


'in book form, of convenient denomina- 
tions. 


Third—A uniform certificate ot de- 


• posit, of various denominations, for de- 


positors of merchandise or services. 


This in brief is the plan of the ex- 


change system of co-operation con- 
densed from the constitution, and sup- 
plementary renulatjous. 


There are now more thanlOObranches 


in. active operation and in every cade 
where properly managed they are mov- 
ing steadily to the front in business 
enterprises and nre proving a blessing 
to tbe producing classes. 


The time is ripe for the putting into 


operation of ft trua system of co-opera- 
tion such as G. B. De Bernard! has out- 
lined.
